Moscow Radio charged that the 
unpredictable Quadros was forced

and said: “ Our relations with the 
Quadros administration have been 
very friendly and cooperative.”

Goulart himself kept in seclu­ 
sion but an aide said that the vice 
president “ will insist on his con­ 
stitutional right” to succeed Qua 
dros and wants to get back to 
Brazil as quickly as possible. But 
a m em ber of his party said Gou­ 
lart probably would wait in Paris 
to confer with m em bers of Con­ 
gress ex pected to fly there to dis­ 
cuss the situation.

Instead, they plan to take a litle bit 
at a time—first o ne right, then o ne co n­ 
cessio n, and so o n — like slicing salami. 
The So v iets reaso n the West will no t 
fight o v er the bo rder sealing, ev en tho ugh 
it is a flagrant v io latio n o f a So v iet-West­ 
ern agreement. They reaso n that the West 
will no t fight to prev ent further small 
steps, such as giv ing East G erm any co n­ 
tro l o f Allied ro utes to Berlin, a So v iet- 
East German peace treaty , and so o n. 
The present actio n — the Berlin co rdo n 


—was intended to end the acute embar­ 
rassment o f the East German ex o dus —• a 
flight which gav e the lie to ev ery co mmun­ 
ist claim o f a superio r sy stem. The blo ck­ 
ade has just abo ut ended the ex o dus, but 
it has o nly co mpo unded the embarrass­ 
ment, by sho wing that brute fo rce is the 
o nly way to ho ld East Germany ’s sub­ 
jects. 
Khrushchev calls Berlin “ a bo ne in the 
thro at,” but instead o f co ughing it o ut, he 
is attempting to swallo w it. If the bo ttled- 
up po pulatio n bo ils clo ser to rev o lt, he 
may wish he had taken the o ther co urse.

It has lo ng been a do ur theo ry that man 
may ev entually lo se his battle against in­ 
sects. They hav e a way o f dev elo ping re­ 
sistance, spawning pro geny that thumb 
their no ses at the mo st po tent insecticides. 
This theo ry has currency again fo llo w- 
ing a U. S. go v ernment study o f termites. 
Ten y ears ago they did $1 00 millio n annual 
damage to wo o d structures. That has in­ 
creased to $2 5 0 millio n a y ear. Originally 
do ing mo st o f their damage in warm cli­ 
mate, they are wo rking their way no rth­ 
ward by subterranean ro utes. 
Termites hav e been o n earth an esti­ 


mated 2.50 millio n y ears. Whether they o r 
co ckro aches had prio rity in the i n s e c t 
kingdo m is a mo o t questio n. They hav e a 
“ civ ilizatio n’ akin to that o f the bee and 
the ant. but the termites are much mo re 
aggressiv e so far as man’s interests are 
co ncerned. In additio n to wo o d, they eat 
into clo thing, bo o ks, bo nes, rubber insula­ 
tio n and lime mo rtar. 
If this stem o f the insect tree is gro w­ 
ing so fast, perhaps man had better begin 
to arm in earnest fo r the po ssibility o f all- 
o ut war o n y et ano ther fro nt.

Financial Post of Toronto: 
“ One airline — World Wide Air­ 
way s Inc. of Montreal — hold an 
Air Transport Board license to air­ 
lift freight from Canada to Cu ba. 
“ Company 
complains ifs not 
getting any bu siness, and a DC-4 
sits idle a. Montreal airport. 
“ Another airline — Internation­ 
al 
Airfreighters Ltd. of Edmon- 
ton - I Knight a North Star plane 
from Trans -Canada Air Lines in 
May , assembled Canadian airmen, 
and ‘dry leased’ the plane and 
crew to Cu hana (the Cu ban air­ 
line).

The Canadians thought that they 
had a 50-50 deal with the Cubans 
but they now discover that they 
have been done in. There are al­ 
ways selfish businessmen who ad­ 
opt the attitude that a sale is a 
sale and it does not matter to 
whom or what for. They are like 
some American companies who 
situate branches in European coun­ 
tries so that they can sell to So­ 
viet Russia, in absolute betrayal 
of their own country. On Sunday, 
1,500 American boys risked their 
lives by riding into West Berlin 
along a 110-mile lane of peril; 
they might have been shot down 
by steel manufactured by Ameri­ 
can-owned plants sltua ed in Euro­ 
pean countries. This nobody seems 
to think about these days when 
the competition for the dollar in 
all 
markets is becoming so ser­ 
ious. 
The Cubans, being Marxists, fig­ 
ure on that attitude on the part 
of Canadian sellers of chicks and 
pigs and other foodstuffs which 
are flown from Canada to Cuba. 
Sell anything to any buyer is a 
good rule unless the buyer turns 
around to kill the customer. This 
has been happening with astonish-

mg regularity during the past 40 
years. Americans may have for­ 
gotten that when this country was 
short of steel and iron scrap, the 
Sixth Avenue railroad scrap, an 
enormous amount, was sold to J a ­ 
pan which shortly thereafter went 
to war against us. 
No American can develop much 
sympathy for any Canadian who 
loses by his trading with Cuba. 
The Canadians went into the Cu­ 
ban market with the intention of 
capturing 
an 
American 
market 
even if to do so meant to hurt the 
United States. Canada cannot hurt 
the United States much; it can 
hurt Canada more in the long run. 
Suffering from false pride and 
nationalism, there are those in 
Canada who believe that it does 
not matter that they damage Unit­ 
ed States-Caftadian relations; that 
the United States will take 
any­ 
thing that comes along. The truth 
is that the American people are 
weary of being abused by coun­ 
tries which depend upon Ameri­ 
can capital for their development 
and the American market for their 
trade. 
The Cuban problem has become 
for us also a Canadian problem. 
Canada is so absorbed by the ab­ 
surd notion that a small nation can 
compete successfully with an en 
ormous nation, such as the United 
S ates is, that the United States 
can be sacrificed for the tenuous 
possibilities of trade with Cuba and 
Red C h i n a . The Canadians can 
find themselves out on a limb.

NEW YORK (AP) — According 1 
to the official figures, the cost of 
living has moved to a new highl­ 
and probably will keep rising. 
According 
to 
many 
harassed 
heads of families, making both 
ends meet keeps getting harder. 
But some business and finan­ 
cial spokesmen hold that the cost 
of living hasn’t risen as much as 
the Labor Department’s consum­ 
er price index indicates. They say 
the quality of many items has in­ 
creased as well as the price and 
the index isn’t adjusted to show 
that. 
Many of you may retort that 
neither is it adjusted to take into 
account 
the 
numerous 
cases 
where quality of consumer items 
isn’t what it used to be. 
Another argument is that the 
rising cost of living has been off- 
from wage scales tied directly to 
the index itself. In other w'ords, 
both prices and wages have risen, 
and only the marketplace value 
of the dollar has dropped. 
In judging the worth of the in­ 
dex, others 
point out 
that 
in 
America individualists are still 
liberally sprinkled among the con­ 
formists. 
And 
the 
increasingly 
sophisticated housewife or head 
OI the family often can switch 
from one item to another when 
prices seem out of line. 
So, while the official index goes 
up 
seasonally 
or 
chronically, 
many families may simply have 
changed the items on the dinner 
table for the time being, or put 
off buying something or other, or 
otherwise changed their spending 
habits. 
I he 
individual 
family 
budget, in other words, may be 
tar different from the average 
which the consumer price index is 
supposed to mirror. 
AU these arguments would tend 
to minimize the threat of further 
inflation which some see in the 
slowly but steadily rising cost of 
living index. 


And 
the 
official 
Washington 
view' just now is that there is 
little danger because of abundant 
supplies of most things due to un­ 
used industrial capacity, or a lack 
of any rush to buy by either con­ 
sumers or businessmen. 
Auto labor negotiations, talk of 
a price rise in steel this fail, or 
more and bigger increase in gov­ 
ernment spending if the Berlin 
crisis worsens—all these may af­ 
fect the stock market, but offi­ 
cial thinking as yet. 
But at the family level, rising 
costs are a very present problem. 
Seasonal changes in the cost of 
food are more or less accepted. 
But always there is that periodic 
purchase or fee. The replacement 
always seens to cost more than 
the original bought a while back. 
Or you may be surprised, in spite

of all the warnings you had, how 
much more it will cost you to 
send your child to college this fall 
than it cost your parents when 
you went. 
And each year there is some­ 
thing new that your family wants 
badly if it is to be as happy as 
the others in the neighborhood or 
as the families of your fellows at 
the office or the factory. These 
wants may be for goods, or, in­ 
creasingly, they may be for serv­ 
ices. 
This is known as the rising 
standard of living and is one of 
the glories of a prosperous Amer­ 
ican economy.

WELLINGTON. New Zealand— 
"W hite gold” from New Zeland’s 
Southern Alps will be used to es­ 
tablish the largest alum inum plant 
in the Southern Hem isphere. 
New Z ealand’s snowlands 
are 
larger than those of Switzerland, 
and the 
perpetual 
w ater 
power 
from the m elting glaciers will be 
used to produce electricity for the 
new industry. 
Conholidated Zinr P ty, Ltd., an 
international 
organization, 
w i l l 
build a huge aluminum sm elter 
at the bottom end of the South Is­ 
land. 
Once the program is in full pro­ 
duction, it will mean that N e w 
Zealand will earn additional over­ 
seas credits of up to $100 million 
a year. The plant will eventually 
become the Dominion’s biggest in­ 
dustrial concern. 
For the last 12 months geologists 
have clim bed the rugged, 12,000- 
foot high peaks of the Southern 
Alps w here Sir Edm und Hillary, 
conqueror of Everest, earned his 
first m ountaineering laurels. 
The scientists located the site 
for a power station 1,000 feet und­ 
erground, and decided to tunnel 
through the mountains to secure 
their w ater supplies. 
The com pany will produce 100.- 
000 kilowatts of power from the 
w aters of the twin lakes, Mana- 
pouri and Te Anau. For a start 
power will com e from Benm ore, 
a power schem e farther north on 
the, W aitaki River, which is near­ 
ing completion. 
The com pany’s plan envisages

th at a first stage developm ent of 
285,000 kilowatts will be installed 
by 1972. Within IO years the com ­ 
pany will have pushed its output 
from 40,000 tons a y ear to 140,- 
000 tons.

New Zealand, a country with a 
population of 2V* million, has made 
e n o r m o u s industrial progress 
since the end of World War II. 
Although the world’s largest ex­ 
porter of prim ary produos. New 
Zealand is em barking on a full 
scale industrilization program to 
support a growing population and 
to pay for im ports of raw m ater­ 
ials and consumer goods. 
A labor force of 2,500 will be 
directly employed. With associated 
services, trade and industry this 
could mean tile development in 
population for Southland Province 
of 25,000. 
Such a large scale industry will 
cost a huge sum to establish and 
the com pany envisages spending 
$350 million to construct its power 
plant, huge sm elter and associat­ 
ed facilities. 
E v er since World W ar II elec­ 
tric power has been in short sup­ 
ply in New Zealand. Use of the 
natu ral "white gold” in the South­ 
land Province will encourage the 
establishm ent of further industries. 
At present Australia exports all 
New 
Zealand’s 
steel 
supplies. 
hut because of the unfulfilled de­ 
m and in Australia, this supply is 
uncertain. 
More expensive steel 
has been imported from Japan and 
from Europe. 
New’ Zealand has iron sand de­ 
posits and plenty of coal reserves 
to give the undertaking an econo­ 
mic foundation.

The Ohio Suprem e Court, which 
disbarred Crow and lifted his a t­ 
torney’s license in 1959, threatened 
to jail him for six m onths if he 
practiced law again. High court 
action to m ake that threat good is 
under consider a t i 0 n, attorneys 
said. 
Crow becam e 
an attorney 
in 
1927. He was disbarred in 1935 by 
Stark County Common Ideas Court 
and reinstated in 1950. Cham paign 
County Common Pleas Court dis­ 
barred him again in 1956 for un­ 
ethical acts in divorce and prop­ 
erty settlem ent cases. The state 
suprem e court affirmed in 1957. 
The following year, the state 
b ar association accused Crow of 
engaging in legal m atters in at 
least eight counties and asked the 
suprem e court to order a halt. The 
counties were listed as F ranklin, 
F aytte, Cham paign, M adison, Lo­ 
gan, Allen, Hamilton and Mont­ 
gom ery. 
The high court convicted Crow 
of contempt in 1959, ordered sur 
render of his license and w arned 
that 
he faced jail. Crow 
then 
m ailed his license to the court.

W a r, Strike, Steel Price 


Questions Bother Business 


NEW YORK (AP) — Three big 
questions bothered business dur­ 
ing the week: Will there be war 
over Berlin? Will there be an 
automobile 
strike? 
Will 
steel 
prices go up in the fall? 
The 
international 
crisis grew 
hotter and the auto-labor contract 
expiration drew near. Members of 
Congress expressed alarm over 
the possibility of a steel price in­ 
crease. 
The stock market set all-time 
highs and then, somewhat jarred 
by developments and a little tired 
after a long advance, retreated 
sharply. 
The 
Big 
Three 
automakers— 
General Motors, Ford and Chrys­ 
ler—offered 
the 
United 
Auto 
Workers 
new 
three-year 
con­ 
tracts. They proposed wage in­ 
creases of 21 cents an hour over 
three years plus improvements in 
fringe benefits. 
Malcolm L. Denise, Ford vice 
president 
for 
labor 
relations, 
called the offer “ a good one, a 
fair one, a responsible one.” 
Walter P. Reuther, UAW Presi­ 
dent, termed it ‘‘woefully inade­ 
quate” and added, “ It does not 
remotely lay the basis for settle­ 
ment of 1961 negotiations.” 
As the Big Three stood firm on 
their offer, Reuther turned his 
personal attention to negotiations 
with American Motors, whose pro­ 
posal 
included 
a 
profit-sharing 
plan. 
The 
UAW 
filed 
unfair labor 
practices charges against General 
Motors with the National Labor 
Relations 
Board, 
charging 
the 
company failed to bargain in good 
faith by refusing to make avail­ 
able information on prices and 
profits. 
The 
labor 
contracts 
run out 
Aug. 31. 
In 
Washington, 
Sen. 
Albert 
Gore, D-Tenn., urged President 
Kennedy to act to prevent a steel 
price increase. He was supported 
by other Democratic senators who 
warned of a possible “ inflationary 
binge.” 
Steelworkers’ wages will be in 
creased an average of about 7.8 
cents an hour in October under a 
1960 wage contract that ended a 
long strike. 
Gore and others said it was 
likely that wage hikes would be 
followed by a $5-a-ton steel price 
increase. 
Urging that the President first 
use 
“ moral 
persuasion,” 
Gore 
suggested that if all else fails 
steel 
prices 
could 
be 
brought 
under federal regulation. 
Steel 
production 
during 
the 
week rose for the third straight 
week, reaching 1,944.000 tons, up 
18 per cent from the previous 
week and the highest since late 
June. 
Th 
industry 
publication, 
Iron 
Age, said rising demand may re­ 
sult in a brief shortage this fall. 
Actual 
and 
psychological 
pres­ 
sures of the international situation 
and improving domestic business 
combined to inspire orders. 
Although the first 1962 model 
cars were turned out during the 
week, the auto industry continued 
to stall on steel orders pending 
outcome of labor negotiations. 
With all five automakers build­ 
ing 1962 for the first time, the 
week s production was estimated 
at 56,000 passenger cars. The pre­ 
vious week they built 19,683, the 
y ear’s low, and a year ago 51,711. 
Martin Gainsbrough, chief econ­ 
omist of the National Industrial 
Conference Board, said that apart 
from the Berlin crisis’ impact on 
defense spending, business condi­ 
tions have clearly been improving 
since the early months of the 
year. He said industrial output 
and nonagricultural employment 
have recouped all of tho losses 
incurred during the recession.

Teamster Chieftain 
Seeks To Deroil 
Queen City Rebellion 


CINCINNATI (AP)—Teamsters 
President Jam es R. Hoffa, pooh 
poohing the possibility of any na­ 
tional trend to unseat him. flew in 
here Sunday and confronted the 
leader of a rebelling faction — a 
man who says Hoffa is using the 
union to gain “personal wealth and 
power.” 
The Team sters chief came face 
to face with Jam es Luken, who 
has led four Cincinnati locals to 
bolt the Hoffa regime and declare 
intentions of joining the AFL-CIO. 
The two never shook hands and 
sat on opposite sides of a hotel 
room as they answered questions 
and 
explained 
their viewpoints 
during a joint press conference. 
Later, Hoffa addressed a crowd 
estim ated at 1,200 at Cincinnati’s 
Music Hall and stated: 
“ The reason you joined a union 
was union—unity for strength, un­ 
ity 
for 
bargaining 
effectively. 
Splintering this unity can on!\ sat­ 
isfy the bosses and lead to more 
anti-labor legislation.” 
Then he asked: 
“ Can all 1V4 million members of 
our International be wrong? Or is 
there someone behind this man 
(Luken) who is urging you to de­ 
stroy collective bargaining, (now) 
on a basis of solidarity in Cincin­ 
nati?” 
While a brass band was playing 
rn the Music Hall prior to Hoffa’s 
arrival, Luken, president of the 
2,200-member dairy drivers local, 
was on television. He told his au­ 
dience that he and his associates 
bcd decided to revolt only after 
giving up all hope of reform within 
the Teamsters Union. 
Speaking of Hoffa, Luken de­ 
clared: 
“ We could not believe that any 
one man, through money, conni­ 
very and press-agcnt magic, could 
capture a national union and con­ 
vert it to bis own private instru­ 
ment for personal wealth and pow 
er, 
“ We could not believe that the 
efforts of underworld characters to 
dominate large segments of the 
union could go unchecked.” 
Luken denied he led the 4.000- 
man Team ster revolt because of 
personal hostility toward Hoffa. 
The Dairy Drivers, Soft Drink 
Drivers, Funeral Livery Drivers 
and Taxicab Drivers locals here 
voted ll days ago to disaffiliate 
with the Teamsters. 
A court test is pending on the 
Team sters’ constitution, and the 
decision—whether the local can 
take its assets when it disaffi­ 
liates or if they remain property 
of the International under trustee­ 
ship—may determine whether the 
rebellion succeeds. 
In 1953-54, before Hoffa succeed- 
ea Dave Beck as Teamsters presi­ 
dent, 
“ We 
resisted 
efforts 
of 
known hoodlums and racketeers to 
come to this area and, in their 
words, ‘take over,’ ” Luken told 
his TV audience. 
Later, he said, he and his local 
complained to Hoffa about the ef­ 
forts of a racketeer to muscle in. 
Luken said Hoffa told the local’s 
officials they had “ better wise up” 
if they wanted to “ get ahead in 
the Team sters Union—they had 
better start playing ball and get­ 
ting along with these people.” 
Earlier, at the news conference, 
Luken made plain his enmity for 
Hoffa. “The Team sters Union is 
now controlled by one m an,” Lu­ 
ken said. “ Frankly, I don’t ap­ 
prove of that one man and the 
small 
group 
around 
him, 
his 
ideas about unionism and the way 
he practices it.”

Colorado Burglary 
Scandal W idens 


DENVER, Colo. (AP)—As two 
officers watched from their police 
cruiser, a safe tumbled from the 
trunk of a moving car on a down­ 
town 
street. The officers gave 
chase, halted the car and ques­ 
tioned its two occupants. 
The driver was Arthur Win* 
stanley, 24, a Denver policeman. 
His passenger was Eugene Haas. 
a form er deputy sheriff in subur­ 
ban Arapahoe County. 
From that bizarre beginning IC 
months ago has come a widen­ 
ing scandal which has reached 
deep into the 770-man Denver po­ 
lice department, outraged com­ 
munity leaders and led to a full­ 
scale state investigation. 
So far, 13 
Denver policemen 
have been indicted on burglary 
charges. Five have been convict­ 
ed, including Winstanley, who is 
serving a 4-to-8 year term in the 
Colorado Penitentiary 
at Canon 
City. 
Two 
other officers 
have 
pleaded no contest. Six are await­ 
ing trial. 
Also involved is Sheriff Robert 
Roberts of Adams e/ounty, bor­ 
dering Denver on the north. A 
former FBI agent, he is accused 
of aiding Denver police burglars 
to plan and conduct safe-crack­ 
ing jobs in this heavily industri­ 
alized county. He will go on trial 
Oct. 17 at suburban Brighton. 
Gov. Steve McNichols stepped 
into the controversy last week at 
the request of Mayor Dick t>at- 
terton and other Denver officials 
who complained that overlapping 
regulations 
and 
red 
tape 
are 
Hampering the city’s cleanup ef­ 
forts. 
McNichols and Atty. Gen. Duke 
W. 
Dunbar are expected early 
this week to choose a man to head 
the state’s investigation. The like­ 
ly candidate is Anthony S. Reeder, 
54, a retired FBI agent who now 
heads the security force at the 
Coors 
brewery 
and 
industrial 
complex at Golden. 
The sheriff's offices in all three 
suburban counties have been, or 
are now 
being investigated by 
grand juries.
